Of all the fpecies of this fingular genus that 
which is here reprefented is the largeft, as well as

the moft elegant in its colors. The bill is black, 
with a yellowifh tip ; but the bafe of the lower man- 
dible is orange-colored. Thc head, throat, and hind 
part of the neck are blackifh-brown: on each fide 
the neck is a longitudinal ftripe of bright yellow: 
the remainder of the bird, on the upper parts, is of 
a deep afh-color, moft of the feathers being tipped 
with blueifh, fo as to give the bird a fpeckled ap- 
pearance: the whole under part is white. This cu- 
rious fpecies is a native of the fouthern hemifphere, 
and is principally found about Falkland iflands.
